wenlih, (Applsuse,) 1hrough four years of fleroe
war's chapging fortunes, faithiul men bore them ono
by one from our binte They went oul sgainst the
armed bosts ol ireason proudly, definntly, with
Aamuug folds, symbollzing the nauon’s miegrity.
They come brok tattered, torn in shreds, witn im-
morial honors blended sbout thom. These flags
have been gathered up, IThere they are. They
spenk most oloquint stories.  (Applause,) Oar
c?rt;lerrn'a chiidren may rond in thom the lesson of o
most anxious yet most glorfous time, Faded —shot-
torn, cannon-scorchvd—they bineo in imporishable
renown, Thoy are agnin m the bands of the
heroes whoso spirits thoy so often inspired in the
apture of sirife and the fire of Lattle, The
searred, war-worn velerans, who have n
‘ibound up with yvictorlous wreaths,” now hald
them, Woe now propose that biere, st thes grost
anniversary, in tho presenes of authority, m tho
presence ol this witeliizent, patriotic peopl e—in the

resence of 1he prand memories of Independencsd
fall, taat one o! Penpaylyvawin's grostost soidiers,
one whom wo ali delight to honor, shall with tormal
ceremony on bohnif o1 the soldiers who earrled und
foliowed them, present those smered redes to tho
Ol Exedutive, who, with glear heid and patriotic
hoart through yvoars of tnal, of suffuring, nnd of
War so accepinbly governed tue Commonwonlth, to
be by him piaced and flxed among the urehives of
honor, ,

W hen thus p'aced—these splintered staves, these
femi ar Mags, wouther benten and blood-baptized,
will be * sacred shrines—ihrines to no creed or weet
conliued " —nronud which will contmually cluster
the vencrated memories of the brave dead, and at
which the beroie living may always rendor accept-
able offbring. Wo now and hore propose no lifile
ceremony. Citizens of Pennsylvania, soldiers of
the nation, I congratulate sou that yon colebrate
this great event, (Applause.) Lot us all rajoos;
let the whole Iund be glad in its spring-like besuty,
for it rests in the pure light of a conguered poave,

Endow with wisdom, patriotism, and virtue Thy
servaut, the Presudent of these Unlted States, and
mid give to our assembled Congress. Thy prosence

As their
natural guatdinng bave fallen a eacriflec to onr eoun-
try’s Lifg, may their widows and orphaus find solace
and support in the hearts of a grateiul poople,

After the singing of the national snthem, “The
Star Spangled Banner,” by the Handel and Haydn
Musical Soclely, Geneial Meade aross to perform tie
most interesting ceremony of the day—tho presenta-
tion of the standnrds 10 the Governor ol the Com-
monwenalth, Taking at random the colors of the
£2d Regiment, which bappened to be nearest, he

as soldiers, are Justly prond, Reocive them,
sir, 18 mementoes of the prowess and deeds of
valor of tho noole sons of Pennayivania. Cherlsh
them for all time to come, and place them in the
State Capitol, whers ounr podterity for all genein-
tlons may see them, (o know what their forefathers
have done in the hour o1 trial, and where they may
stand a warning to all futore traliors to ahun the
fate of those who dare to attempt the life of the
uation, (App'avee.) 1wil conclude by praying the
Great Giver of nll Good that He will bloss this great
country, upon whioh He hus beon plonsad to send
peRrce onge nemin, 1hat nover again may it be noces-
sary for the sons of Pennsylvan'a to take up arms
againgt those who shounld be their brothers, to put

own insurrection and eivl war and treason, but
that God will evor bloss us, that wo may be a unitod
and bappy peopie, so that we shall look back 1o this
day and theso colors for the proud ssgociations thoy
carry with them.

Governor Curtin then stepped forward, amid pro-
longed appiause, and spoko ns follows 1 —
GOVERSOR CURTIA'S RESPONAE,

Gemeral and Soldiers of FPennsylvania:—Soon
after the commencsment ol the late Rebelhion, the
Cincinnast Socioty of Pennsyivania presented to tho
Giovernor of the State s sum of money, which they
asked 1o be used In the equipment ui volnn'eers,
I e sum was too small to be of matwrial serviee in
thnt respect, and the subject having been presouted
10 the Logisiature, an act was passed directing the
Governor to use the monoy,and whatever addivonal
EUIIE Were necesdnry, to prooure flegd Lo be carried
by Pennsylvanin regiments during the war, and with
B Wise provision, that the flags should be returned
to the State at the close of their servies, with proper
Indcmiptions, to be made arcluves of the Goyern-
ment.

1le coremony of the return of thess flags was de-
Iayed untit all the regiments in serviee trom Penn-
syivania bad been mustered out, and today, sur-
tounded by your fellow-citizens and in the presenco
of gh cffieinis ol tue Natlonal Governmen', of
Governors and officinls of mster States ol distin.
gulshied soldiers of othor States, and ol the army and
vavy ot the United States, and the represontativos
of the Government of this Commonwenlth, more
than two bundred of those emb ems of our country s
untionality —ull of which have waved amid the rap-
fure of strite—all ol which have been carried by
Peonsy lvanians — ate rotormed untarnished, In
ther aaure flelde the armus of Pennsylyvani bave
been emblazoned, and hdr motto, “Virtue, Liberly.
and ludependence,’ has been written in letters of
fire with pens o1 steel, by the gallant men before vs,
and their comrades, hving and dead, apon every
battledleld of the war, ‘The record 18 glorious, i
memories of the past and in bhopes of the future,

111 consuited mwy own icehimgs 1 would receive
these flags in sileoce, for this oocasion is 18 own most
oloquent orutor. My words cabcvot add to ite sub-
Hmity, Human lps ennnot express such lessons ol
painotlsm, of sacrifice, and heromsm s these gacrod
yulics sublimely attest, The wman is (0 be pitied who
¢ nims to be o citizen of our America, esposinlly of
Penusvlvama, who has witnossed these ceromonics
without profound emotion, alke of sorrow and
exultation—sorrow for the dead who died wr hberty,
exultation in recalling tie blessings of God, the laws
vivdieated nra eniorced by the suppression and pun-
ishment of treasin, the Government protocted and
muaininined, until thie last armed Robel was beaten
down, avd the redeemed republic emerged from the
smoke ot battle,

It might be better to aceept the momentous lessons
taught by these retorned siandards without a word,
In what sdequate langunge can we address you, sol-
diers of the repubhie, who live to take part in this
ceremony ¥ We have no words to convey the holy
semtiment of veneration and ol reverénee lor the
herolc dead that wol's up from every heait In your
presence,

To the men who carried the stezl, the musket, and
tl e tabre—to the private soldier, to the unknown
dead—the demigods of the war, we this day seck in
yiin to express nil our gratitude, It there be men
more distinguished than athers, more entitled to our
highest veneration, 1t i3 the private soldier ot 1the
republie, If we 1ollow bim through all the suffer.
jvgs and privaticos of the service, his long, weary
marches, lus perils on the outposts, his wonuds and
sickuess, even in the article of death, we trace him
back to that sentiment of devotion to his country
tkat Jed him to separate from nome aud its ties, and
to offor even hin irlo a sacritice to the Government
hi# Jathers pave him and his clildren,

Ar the oflieinl representative of the Commons
wealth, 1 cannot take baek the remnauts of the
colora shie committed to your keeping, without af-
tempting to gather into my arms the {ull measure of
her overflowing gyatitude and loy it ot your feer, 1
therelore present you with the thanks ol your ohe-
righed molhyr. this ancient nod goodly Common-
A0 R S BRFYIROER, Tor b kreat glory you
while publie virtue remiing, she will never cense to
regahie, that sbe conld belteraflord to lose the sources
ol Lier untural wealth, her neh, tertile valleys, her
groat oities, her exhaustlesa minerals, than to lose
tyom her arctoves a single ono of these torn, fadod,
precious, conseernied flags ot battle and its history,
and ot the brave men who suffired nnd foupghs
miound them. A Commonwcalth may exist without
chensliing her matenal wealth, but no Common-
woealth ean worthily, or should exist whioh does not
eheiish, as tho joy of it iite, tho heroie valor of its
children,

did this constant benevolinoe sheink, and always
good, Christian men and womoen wore found walling
to endure privation and mﬂellnf. 1o rench yon on
the fleld and in the ho:pital, So {ar ag it wns possi-
blo the Binto alway® made ample provision for the
remaval of the bodies of the slain for Chrisban inter-
ment, umid their kindrod and trionds, 'Whon 1t was
practicable, the sick and wounded were romoved o
enjoy tho tender walobiog und eurp of their frlends
ot home, And as the erowning glory of this groat
Commonwen th, she has gathered togothor the help-
less and dest'tute orphues of her dead soldiers and
adopied them as 1ho children of the Commonweslth,

1 he Loginiatuie of Pennsyivanin, moved by Justice
and € hristian cbarity, for three years have made
munificent apptovriations of the public money to
place within the care of the State the homelges htle
ones of your dead comrades, Thoy are to ve brought
up as the glory and honor of the State, a monument
that Pennsyivama raizes to the memory ol the siain,
more endurimg than brass or marble, and in hiaes
mony with the Chrstian feachings of her people.
Here are iwolve hundred of these little ehlidren
bolore you to.diy, the childron of pomrades 1ot upon
the fielda ot battle, bright Jewo!s in the crown of
glory which encireles thas great Commonwealth, the
strovpest evidenoe of the fidelity and patriotism ol
her |uu{| le, Lot this work be so now engrafied upon
the public policy of the State that it suall endure
untfl the st orphan o1 the Penusylvaviasoldier
shinll be truined, nurlored, and educnted,

1ne is o bwlowed place—thin isa hallowod day.
Here, sud xow, in the pame of Yonnsylvaun, I
ncerpt these colors fitly, for we are assembled upon

the;biribday In the Linthylace o American iberty,

We are forecd 1o comemplate (ho wondrons
march ol this people to empire, colonization, the
Revolunon, the Duelaration of independoner, the
Conatitution, the Rebellion, ite overthrow, and the
punfien fom of onr Government, and toe change of
our organie lows by e lesson of disgord, and our
hopen for the tulure, following each othor iu logical
sequence, und the duty and rosponeibility of this
Inbor of mankind, ia develved, by the grace of God
und the hoarts and arms of our soldiers, upon the
loyal people of this land,

In the prosence of these mute symbols of living
soldiers (pointivg to the flags), of youdsr tunching
memorials of our dend soidiers (pointing to the
children), in fealty to the blood poured out ke
water; in remembrapes of the sorrows yet to be
neenaged, and the burdens yet to be borne, the graves
yetto be numbered, and the horros yet to be for-
gotten; n loyalty to onr State, to our couutry, to
our fjehow-men everywhere, and to God, let us riso
fo the height ot our great privileges, and place the
Anoenean Government upon the enduring basls of
Justice and liberty, This is the great lesson of the
war, and the very rock of pobitical truth. W hoso-
ever falls upon it will be broken, and upon whom-
#oeven 1t shall faal it wul grnd him 1o powder.”

Then our Government will represent the result ol
Ameriesn oivilization, and then these od flags will
glow with the light of their true meaning, and the
valor of the soldiers of the republic will receive its
Jugt reward in rendenng a memorable seryvioe to
mankind. for then, in the words of our illnstrious
martyr, we will fake care “Tant the Government of
the people, by the people aud for the people, shall
pot perish irom the earth.”

Aud now, having reeelved these standards, he
wlio addresses (you has performed lis lnst official
act, eonnecled with the mulnary service ol the war,
ana uis relations to you, 80 long, %o iutimate, and so
ecordinl, are savered,

In this, our last official Interview, when the ties
that bound us g0 closely jor these eventful years
Just paesed, and the relations so intimate, s0 cor-
dml, are clomog, he would be inzenmblo 10 the com-
mon fidelity, 10 the pleasant relations, to the for-
giveness op error, to whe ready and gencrouns sup-
port, and 1he many, vory many evidonees of kind-
ness and affection he has received from yon and
your comrades, il he falled to express to you his
personal obligation and thanks, He recurs with
gratfleation (o the 1aot that he did for the soldier
